Having grown the following named Plants in large quantities, for the Fall and 
Winter Trade, we offer great inducements to those who wish to purchase for Stock 
Plants, for Propagation or for filling their Greenhouses, for Winter Bloom, or for 
filling Nurserymen’s orders. As our business, the greater part of the year, is al- 
most exclusively devoted to the Wholesale Trade, we have facilities for growing 
Plants to such an extent that it enables us to furnish Plants at the low rates that 
they are offered; hoping that the sales will be an advantage to both purchaser and 
grower; as it enables many dealers to obtain their Stock at a much lower rate than 
they could Propagate the Plants, aside from allowing us to again use the space for 
our Spring Trade; for instance the Geraniums, Fuschias, Verbenas and many 
other leading Plants that we offer at from $6 to $10 per 100, will in the hands of the 
purchaser, properly cared for, during Sale Season, readily bring 3 or 4 times as much 
ag the price now asked for them; aside from furnishing a number of Cuttings for 
Propagation. Many of the articles herein mentioned, can, if desired, be furnished 
fromthe open ground. Should your order be received before frost injures them, 
when not so specified in the order, Pot Plants will be sent, and would request that 
the selection of Sorts would be Jeft as far as possible to ourselves, when none but 
the best will be sent, with the understanding that at the annexed Prices, not less 
than six of each Class, or less than one hundred in each order, will be taken, The 
Plants are mostly grown in 2, 3 and 4 inch Pots, and when received, should be 
placed in Pots one size larger than those they were grown in. 


By our system of Packing, we are enabled to ship Plants with safety from frost, 
any time during the Winter Months. 


Regardless of the weather, guaranteeing that they will reach the purchaser in good 
order, Where the time of transit.is not more than 6 days. Should such accidents 
occur purchaser must notify by return mail. All orders are packed in rotation as 
soon as received, under our personal supervision; the best Plants are invariably 
sent first, thereby enabling us to furnish strong, well rooted Plants, except occa- 
sionally with new Plants, or when we run out of some varieties. Whensuch occurs, 
we invariably add other Plants, gratis, to make up the deficiency. 

The prices of the articles named in this List represent net rates. For a more 
complete Descriptive List would refer you to my, Retail Plant Catalogue, (furnished 
gratis to my patrons, to all others at 25 cents each.) From the Retail Prices therein 
contained, a discount of one-third is allowed to Dealers and the Trade. 
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Correspondence solicited and letters of enquiry cheerfully answered. All orders 
from unknown parties, or from a distance, when not accompanied by a remittance, 
willbe sent by Express, C. O.D., when we invariably add a few Plants gratis. 
Plants by mail to those who are remote from railroads or express offices, we would 
recommend the.more frequent use of the mail; any quantity can be sent so that each 
package does not exceed four pounds in weight; we will forward their Plants or 
Bulbs at dozen rates, freeof postage, provided their orders amount to one dollar or 
more, when under that amount they must be accompanied by an additional 6 cts., 
to prepay postage, They will be carefully packed in oiled paper so they will carry 
with safety where the time does not exceed 10 days in transit. When you live near 
an express office, your best plan is to order by express, stating the place you wish 
them shipped to and to whom you wish them sent to, with the State and County 
plainly written.
